100 per cent., the automotive 
division of the Department of 


Commerce announced today. 
Domestic production increased 
only 32 per cent. from 360,000 to 
475,941 in 1925, the statement ex- 
plains. Canada's exports of trucks, 


most of which are of the lighter 
type, gained 27 per cent. during the 
past year, as compared with a pro- 
duction increase of 26 per cent. 


Combined track and bus ex- 
ports from the Dominion totaled 
16,182 units, valued at $5,250,002 7 
im 1925, and 12,772 units with a 
value of $4,429,161 in the previ- 
ous year. France shipped abroad 
4,782 units valued at $8,628,604 
in 1925, as compared with 4,193 
units valued at $7,573,22 in 
1924. 


Canada’s exports for the past 
year amounted to 4,164 units with 
a value of $10,569,831, while in the 
previous year they totaled 1,747 
units valued at $3,483,617. 


The average unit value of the 
United States exports of trucks 
and buses during 1925 was $643, 
or $59 less than the average dur- 
ing the previous year. ‘The enor- 
mous gain in American exports 
during recent years is attribut- 
able largely to the unusual con- 
ditions existing in certain mar- 
kets. Australia, the leading mar- 
ket, during the last two years 
took 155 per cent. more commer- 
cial vehicles from the United 
States in 1925 than in 1924, 
largely because of the peculiar 
need of that country for economi- 
cal transportation. 

Italy was second to Australia 
as the leading country buying 
American trucks and _ buses. 
Brazil occupied third place, while 
the United Kingdom also was 
fourth. Mexico held fifth posi-

Toledo, June 19.—Willys-Over- 
land Company announces the 
adoption of Belflex fabric spring 
shackles as standard equipment 
on all Willys-Knight Great Six 
models with the exception of the 
touring car.

What the Bus Cost the Railways | 


HAT the competition of the motor bus cost American | 
railways $300,000,000 last year is the statement of S. | 
O. Dunn, editor of a number of railway publications, who| 
presumably would not over-estimate the loss of business | 
suffered by the railed carriers. This estimate, moreover, 
is quite in keeping with other and similar compilations. 
There is no question that the motor bus line has cut 
deeply into certain classes of railway business. The best 
authorities, however, agree that the business absorbed 
by bus lines has been mainly of a class that never was 
profitable to the railways. It has been the branch line 
business, which demanded of the railway a considerable 
outlay in maintenance with little chance of earning net 
profits on the investment. 
The wisest railways have taken the bull by the horns| 
by establishing bus lines of their own and wiping off the} 
branch line outlay. And that is going to be the final func-| 
tion of the bus line as it relates to railway operation. It is| 
going to turn the traditional deficit of the branch rail line 
into a profit, and wise is the road that accepts this condition, 
instead of trying to fight something that is as inevitable as 
sunrise and sunset.

DEAL COMPLETED. 


Montreal, June 19.—An interest- 
ing industrial deal, worked out by | 
Canadian and American interests, 
has just been completed, as the re- 


sult of the formation, recently an- | 


nounced, of Caron-du Pont, Inc. 
The transaction involves the as- 
signment to the new company of 
all United States patents on the | 
Caron engine for exploitation in 
that country for industrial, marine 
automobile and all uses to ners 
it may be applied. 

A. L. Caron, president Caron 
Brothers Inc., has confirmed the 
above announcement and 
that the sale which had been af- 
fected was to Caron-du Pont, Inc., 
a company organized in the United 
States under the laws of the state 
of Delaware with the head office 
in the du Pont Building, Wilming- 
ton, Del. “By the deal, Caron 
Brothers, Inc.,” he added, “assign 
to Caron-du Pont, Inc., all patents 
on the Caron engine for the United 
States.” 

Mr. Caron also stated that the 
board of directors of Caron-du 
Pont, Inc. have confirmed and ac- 
cepted the consideration to be 
paid to Caron Brothers, Inc., of 
$1,000,000 in a senior security of 
Caron-du Pont Inc., or in cash at 
the option of the latter, and thirty 
per cent. of the common stock. 

The full board of directors of 
Caron-du Pont Inc., is not yet ap- 
pointed. The board as presently 
constituted consists of Francis V. 
du Pont, president, 
Wilmington, Delaware; a 
Caron, vice-president, 
Caron Brothers Inc., Jos. A. Caron 
director, vice-president Caron Bro- 
thers Inc. A. M. Hoopes, Jr., 
mington, Del., secretary; D. C. As- 
pril, Wilmington, Del., treasurer. 

This sale involves patents for 
the United States only, and all! 
rights for other countries are still 
held by Caron Brothers, Inc. — It} 
is, however, anticipated that other} 
foreign rights will be dealt in 
along similar lines as those for the 
United States. 


Gasoline Near 
Critical Period 


June 19.—The next two 
weeks will be critical for both gaso- 
line and kerosene, refiners think. 
If the market rides over into July 
without a major decline, they 
lieve it will hold in July. At pres- 
ent there is little or no buying for 
future requirements. 

Moreover, much depends on 
crude. In this connection there is 
a feeling on the part of some that 
the crude market is not so tight as 
some have represented. 

“T have not heard this year one 
complaint of shortage of crude oil 
for refiners’ supply,”’ J. H. Miller, 
head of the Miller Petroleum 
Company, widely known §inde- 
pendent refiner, declares. 

“The fact is that the refiners, 
a whole, are over-manufacturing. 
If they 
equal the consumer demand, 
would be an over-supply of crude 
oil in less than two months. 
oil is being transformed into re- 
fined products without finding a 
market for these products, but it is 
merely a change in the form of 
crude. 

“The whole difficulty is 
over-manufacturing conditions, a 
with the 
making gasoline it naturally means 
if we would merely manufacture 
a supply of gasoline equal to the 
consumption that crude oil would 
be plentiful and would be selling 
at 50 to 
today.”

Tampico, June 19.—Mexican 
crude oil production in the week 
ended June 12 declined 7,714 bar- 
rels daily, averaging 278,000 bar- 
rels daily for:the period. A year 
ago production averaged 346,714 
barrels daily, or 68,714 barrels daily 
in excess of the current figure.

Heavy oil production 
last week declined 11,429 barrels, 
averaging 162,714 daily, 
with 238,714 barrels daily last year 
at this time.

New York, June 19.— Rubber 
yesterday. Little 
trading was reported off the Ex- 
ehange and not a very heavy day 
on the floor.

Prices opened firmer and 
advanced during the early trading, 
but receded again later to close 
from 30 points to 70 points above 
the closing levels of Thursday.

Some light business in spot ribs 
was done outside on the basis of 
44 cents per pound and more could 
have been done at that figure. A 
little inquiry for off grades was 
reported. July rolled brown sold 
at 33 cents and a little spot No. 3 
amber at 38% cents per pound. 
Distant positions of ribs were in- 
quired for, but nothing happened 
as a result of the inquiries.
